President Markham Is Wel- 
comed Here by Women’s 
League; Appeal for 
Electrification. 


HARAHAN RRTIRES TODAY 


His Successor Gets Clean Air Me- 
morials; Asks, Time to 
Study Them; Likes : 
Chicago. 
Charles H. Markham, successor to J. T. 


Harahan as president of the Uunots Centra! 
railroad, arrived in Chicago yesterday, and 


will assume the duties of hie office this 


morning. 

He found the first of his responsibilities 
waiting for him. Even before he had occu- 
pied officially the president’s chair he was 
confronted with the problems of smoke and 
electrification. 

To questions asked him concerning his 
policy on these twin subjects he ed mitted that 
long residence in Pittsburg had acclimated 
him to smoke, but hastened to explain that 
hie translation from the position of oi) pres- 
ident in Pittsburg to railroad president in 
Chicago had been too recent to give him 
the knowledge necessary for the expression 
of opinion on such big questions. 

He therefore asked Chicago to reserve 
judgment on him for a Mttle time and prom- 
ised to bring to the consideration of the local 
issues an unbiased mind. 


Welcome from, Smoke Foes. 

Developments of the day gave assurance 
that the need of the reforms will be the first 
thing brought officially to his attention this 
forenoon. On his desk he will find a wel- 
come from the Chicago Anti-Smoke league 
reminding him that the people of the city 
have demanded that the smoke be abolished 
by electrification. The letter, signed by Mrs. 
C. H. Sergel, the president, and Mrs. award 
L. Murfey, secretary, follows: 

* Two years ago 50,000 citizens signed a p- 
tition asking that the nuisance be apolished 
by the electrification of this company’s ter- 
minals, 

“Two hundred thousand people were rep- 
resented by organizations indorsing the pe- 
tition. 

„Our daily press was aleo our most de- 
voted support. In reply your predecessor 
declared that the cost of the electrification 
of the terminal was prohibitive. Since his 
statement was made we have learned that 
the Lilinois Central, at that very time, was 
losing by n about sufficient te cover

“Of course ~~ your adaninistration

give us this relief—this improvement for your

Fog and Smoke Greet Him. 
Although a comparative stranger to Chi- 
cago, Mr. Markham felt himself quite at home 
on alighting from a Pittsburg train and being 
immediately plunged into a pall of fog and 
smoke which made it almost Impossible to 


| see the IIlinois Central tracks from President 


Harahan's office in the Park row station, 
where he immediately made his headquarters 
after making arrangements for himself and 
Mrs. Markham at the Blackstone hotel 

„Well, this reminds me of Pittsburg,” he 
said. “ Do you often have such weather in 
Chicago? I think this is lighter colored fog 
than we have in Pittsburg, where there is 
more coal smoke from the mille and factories, 
but the Pittsburg people are happiest when 
the smoke is thickest, because it means busi- 
ness. You can’t have industry without 
smoke. 0 

When asked about hie attitude on the eleo- 
trification question, he said: 

Tou can hardly expect me to outline any 
new policy before I have been here an hour 
and before I have begun to work, can you? 
I am not president yet. Mr. Harahan stil) 
holds the reins and until tomorrow I am 
simply on a vacation. Until 6 o'clock mst 
night I was an ol) man and although I was 
a railroad man for many years, I don’t get 
back into the game until tomorrow, and you 
would hardly expect me to outline any new 
policies at once. 

“lam here now to stay, and expect to like 
Chichgo very much. People must Mke the 
city: or it wouldn't grow so fast.“ 

Mr. Markham is a man of forty-nine years 
of age, of medium size and pleasing appear- 
ance. 


This Is Harahan’s Birthday. 

Mr. Harahan returned to the dty in the 
morning from Savannah, Ga., after his last 
trip over the [Uinol# Central system as presi- 
dent. At Memphis on Friday he was the 
guest at e dinner given by the business 
men of the city and the efficers of the south- 
ern lines of the system. After twenty years’ 
of service as second vice president and as 
president, which position he has held since 
1906, he retires from active duty at midnight 
today, although he will retain his connec- 
tion with the road in an advisory capacity as 
a director. This is his seventieth birthday 
and his retirement is required by the pension 
rules of the company. 

I have no immediate plans for the fu- 
ture, he said, although I shalt have plenty 
to occupy my attention to keep me from 
rusting out and for the first time in fifty 
years I shall be entirely my own boss.

SHOP IS WRECKED 
BY HANGING BOMB 


Old Lamp, 
"powder, Let Down Through 


| Plumber’s Window.

CAUSES DAMAGE OF $2,000. 


The explosion of a bomb in the plumbing 
shop of Fred G. Werdell last night wrecked 
the interior of the place and damaged the 
three story brick structure and the plumber’s 
stock about $2,000. 

Members of seven families who live in the 
upper stories of the building, many dad in 
night clothes, fied in fear to the street. The 
bomb was exploded at 10 o'clock and many 
tenants were in bed. 

Police from the Sheffield avenue station 
who reached the acene a few minutes later 
were unable to find any trace of the wreck- 


ers. | 
Police Speak of Bankruptcy. 

Bankruptcy proceedings in which Werden 
was involved a year or so ago were men- 
tioned by the police as a possible explana- 
tion. After going through bankruptcy Wer- 
dell again went into business. 

The bomb consisted of the bottom and 
stand of an old meta) lamp filled with gun- 
powder. Apparently. it had been dropped by 
a string through a rear window and sus- 
pended inside from a nail near the window 
after the fuse wes lighted. The metal was 
imbedded in the rear wail of the place by the 
force of the explosion. Both front and rear 
windows of the plumbing store were shat- 
‘tered, while walls, floor, and stock were 


damaged. i 
Owner on Way to Shop. 

Werdell said that if the bomb throwershad 
waited five minutes he would have been in the 
shop. 

1 was on my way to the shop from my 
house at 8119 Sheffield avenue and less than 
a block from the place when the explosion 
occurred,” he said. “I ran to the store 
and found it a wreck with the room filled with 
powder smoke I could not find the wrapping 
of the bomb. 

“Much stock was ruined and the building 
ie badly damaged. I should say that it 
would amount to $2,000, Windows of a few 
apartments in the second and third stories 
were broken, but this is the only damage to 
the building, aside from that dome to the 
storeroom rented by myself. The building is 
owned by the Nissen estate. 

Employs “Only Union Labor.” 

„1 cannot account for the motive of the 
bomb throwers. I have no enemies to my 
knowledge. I have been involved in no 
troubles of any sort. I employ only union 
labor. The whole thing is a mystery to me. 
I have never been the victim of any similar 
attack.” 

Theodore Turner, 3067 Sheffield avenue, 
saw a man running away from the rear of 
the plumbing shop shortly before 10 o’ clock. 
The boy said the man wore a dark overcoat 
and stiff hat. 

Mrs. C. A. Keefer, who lives above the 
plumbing shop, was thrown against the stove 
by the explosion and cut on her face. Her 
two small children were thrown from thein 
beds, but were uninjured,

Selection of party 
candidates under the system is a guessing 
contest, in which 90 per cent of those who 
participate have no opinions upon the dues 
tion they vote upon, and the evil is ten times 
as great as before. It is far easier for the 
boss to control the party primary than it was 
to control the party convention. 

Take also the provisions in the constitu- 

tion providing for a house of representatives 
and a senate. 
“There never existed a community in the

The 
pictures, showing how prisoners are meas- 
ured, were prepared by George M. Porteous, 
who in 1889 established this method of identi- 
fication in the United States.. Chicago was. 
the first city to, adopt the Bertillon system, 
and up to ten years ago the headquarters of 
the national bureau of identification were 
National Bureau to Come Back.

The decision to ghow the Rogue’s Gallery 
Scene, as it is called by the police, was 
made by Mr. Porteous after consulting po- 
Mce opinion, and criminologists.

While this method of making human de- 
scriptions is well known throughout the 
world, the actual performance has been seen 
by comparatively few, apart from police and 
prison officials and those subjected to it.

BARTZEN JUST ORDINARY NOW 


Scepter Torn Away by the County 
Board’s New Rules. 


When the county commiesioners in special 
session yesterday afternoon had finished with 
Rampaging Peter Bartzen, the president 
of the board found himself cooped up in « 
neat legal structure labeled ‘*‘ new rules.’’ 

Peeping through the slats, the official 
crowed defiantly and served notice that he 
would pay no attention to the confining bars. 

Noise and disorder, to which spectators 
contributed generously, attended the process 
of incarcerating the official within his 
bounds of innocuous conduct. Assisted by 
his only friend on the board, Commissioner 
L. J. Coffey, he struggled violently, though in 
vain. Twelve to two, with the minority in- 
cluding *“‘ Rampaging Peter himself, was 
the vote by which his retirement from his 
role of county dictator was decreed. 

It was the second reading of the new rules, 
which were adopted on the motion of Com- 
missioner Zultan. They stripped the presi- 
dent of his every power, virtually reducing 
him to the rank of his board associates. No 
longer may he appoint committees, exercise 
supervision or county institutions, direct in- 
quiries, or suspend officials not protected by 


civil service. 
Provide Emergency Succession. 

A finishing touch was given the punish- 
ment of Bartzen when two resolutions, one 
offered by Dr. Sultan and the other by Com- 
missioner Fitzgerald, were adopted by the 
same twelve to two division. They applied 
to the offices of superintendent of Dunning 
and warden of the county hoepital, providing 
that whenever the head of either institution 
should be absent or unable to perform his 
duties the next ib authority (being the assist-

| WETS 10 DISCUSS MAYORALTY 


Executive Committee Tonight 
Will Discuss Indorsement. 


HOT FIGHT IS PROMISED. 


Graham -and Harrison Men Active; 
Dunne Opposes Action. 


A meeting of the executive committee of 
the United Socities has been called for 
tonight, when the factions may come to a 
showdown on the question of mayoralty in- 
dorsements. If not, the ruction is iikely to 
be carried over to a meeting of the political 
action committee, called for next Saturday 
afternoon. 

There are two lines of schism. One ts 
whether the personal liberty organization 
should indorse any candidate in advance of 
the primaries. This has especial reference 
to the Democratic primaries. The other 
question of dispute is as to the candidate to 
be indorsed, if it should be decided to indorse 
any one for either the Democratic or Re- 
publican primaries. 

President Charles E. Kellermann, although 
a supporter of Carter H. Harrison, has de- 
clared against making any indorsements in 
advance of the mayoralty primaries. Secre- 
tary A. J. Cermak, who is allied with Roger 
C. Sullivan, is in favor of indorsing Andrew 
J. Graham, and is said to be lining up every 
available man for that purpose. 


Opposes Any Indorsement. 

The fotiowing of former Mayor Dunne also 
is interested in the situation, as the bitter 
Harrison-Graham fight has monopolized the 
attention of members of the U nited Societies’ 
executive and political action committee so 
that an indorsement, if any, probably would 
be for either Graham or Harrison. Such 
strength as Mr. Dunne can muster, there- 
fore, wil] be thrown against the proposition 
of indorsing any candidate. 

“ We never have indorsed mayoralty can- 
didates In advance of the primaries,” said 
President Kellermann, and, while I am for 
Mr. Harrison, I do not believe we should 
indorse him nor any other candidate now. 
After the candidates of the Democratic and 
Republican parties have been nominated 
then we can take up, if we see fit, the 
question of supporting some one.“ 


Dunne to Speak Again. 

Mr. Dunne’s second speech of his campaign 
will be made tomorrow night in the Thirty- 
third ward, at Meeteren’s hall, Michigan 
avenue and One Hundred and Thirteenth 
street, Kensington. Because of this engage-

A story of a free-for-all fight in which one 
man was beaten and seriously injured by a 
crowd of intoxicated assailants in the saloon 
of John P. Collins, 806 West Medison street, 
long after the closing hour yesterday morn- 
ing, was told in many saloons and concert 
halls of the west side last evening. Fear thet 
Chief of Police Steward would ask for the 
revocation of Callins’ license when news of 
the fight reached his ears caused a feeling of 
uneasiness that penetrated even to the Des- 
plaines street station. 

Unusual efforts were made to suppress the 
story, and no report was recorded on the 
desk sergeant’s accident book. Collins is 
known to have a good stand in with police 
officials, for his uncle, Mike Fewer, owner of 
several notorious west side saloons. is con- 
sidered a power in that section of thecity. 


Trouble Starts in Concert Hall. 

According to the story told by residents 
im the immediate vicinity of the saloon, the 
trouble started shortly after 3 o'clock, when 
Jake Kaplan, 22 North May street; Sam 
Weinberg, 925 Wabash avenue, and Phillip 
Rand entered fhe place through the “ family 
entrance.” It is said John Boyle, a porter 
opened the door and beckoned them to the 
concert hall at the rear. 

Several men and two women were seated 
at tables in the smoke filled room when 
Kaplan and his companions passed in through 
the swinging doors and walked to a corner 
bench. Scarcely had Kaplan entered than 
one of those seated at another table called 
out that he was “‘ unwelcome and hed better 
leave. 

“ You threw me out of that saloon of yours 
in West Randolph street a year ago,“ he is 
said to have shouted, as he walked to where 
Kaplan sat, and it is now my turn, Tu 
make you fight if it is the last thing you do, 
and I’ll pay back the bill right now.” 

Weinberg and Rand attempted to separate 
Kaplan and his assailant, but they were 
pounced upon and hurled tothe floor. They 
broke away and pounded on the front door, 
in a vain effort to attract the attention of 
pedestrlans A few minutes later Kaplan 
etruggied to his feet. and when he was 
kaocked down a fourth time, Weinberg and 
Rand hurried back to his assistance. 


Fighter Knocked Unconscious, ‘ 

Tables were overturned and chairs tossed 
about, the fight ending only when Kaplan 
was knocked unconsefous. Then the ambu- 
lance from the Desplaines street station was 
called, and Kaplan was given assistance. 
After his wounds were dreseed he was taken 
to bis residence and detectives were sent 
out to look for hie assailants. Search was 
abandoned early im the morning. 

“I had just got into the place when I was 
called a name by a fellow named Frank 
Beever,” said Kaplan, and the next thing 
1 knew I was fighting for my life. Beever 
was thrown out of my saloon a year ago for 
creating a diefurbance and he threatened 
to get me then.”

Union organizers were busy during the day 
eubmitting the proposition to a vote at the 
various meetings on the west side. It was 
carried in spite of efforts on (he part of the 
radical element to block it in favor of a 


closed shop demand. 


Strikers Ready to Arbitrate. 
‘This proposition will prove to the em- 
ploy ers that the closed shop cry was 4 fale 
one.” said Mrs. Raymond Robins. The 
strikers are willing to deal on reasonable 
terms.’ 

Strike leaders announced that they are 
ready to report at today's meeting of the 
city council committee that, the strikers 
are ready to arbitrate with any clothing 
firm willing to negotiate on the basis of the 
proposed agreement. 

Strike leaders criticised the delay in ap- 
pointing a committee of five senators to in- 
vestigate the strike.

Interior Official Resigns—Clerks

LISBON, Jan. 11.—A majority of the rafl- 
road employés in Portugal struck today and 
Antonio Almeida, minister of the interior 
resigned tonight. The resignation followed 
his unsuccessful attempt during the day to 
settle the strike. 

The strike movement has been on foot for 
several months, and the government has 
been endeavoring to arrange @ plan for 
meeting such an emergency. The walkout 
was followed by a strike of the store clerks, 
who quit work on the ground that the au- 
thorities had failed to bring about promised 
reforms for an amelioration Of their hours 
of labor. As a result many business places 
are closed. 

The minister of the interior spent the day 
in going among the strikers, whom he urged 
to return to their taeks. No conferences 
were held between the minister and the 
strikers and tonight there was a demonstra- 
tion in front of the building occupied by the 
ministry. 

Early in the day the strikers promised to 
continue international rallroad communica- 
tions, but later they decided to oppose the 
dispatch of trains across the border in order 
to prevent inconvenience to passengers by 
possible stalling. 

Two thousand strikers gathered in front 
of the newspaper offices and held a meet- 
ing of protest against the existing conditions 
of the workingmen.

ment ranging from one to eight weeks.

Wayman Not Enthusiastic.

“The fundamental idea is to prevent 
fraud. I do not see that the states attorne 
would be better able to guard against tha 
than the court.

“It would increase the expenee of the 
state’s attorney's office, but ff it resulted 
in the elimination of fraud k would be 
worth the extra expense. Our present di-

Twelve men who are to determine if Attor- 
ney Charles E. Erbstein is guilty of jury 
bribery, listened intently yesterday afternoon 
while State’s Attorney Edward B. Day took 
them step by step over the evidence the state 
will introduce to prove that Erbstein cor- 
rupted Juror Grant McCutchen in the second 
trial of Lee O'Neill Browne. 

The opening statement of the state’s case 
was made immediately after the’noon recess 
of Judge Brentano's court, the final two 
jurors of the panel having been accepted by 
a sides at the morning session. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Day's statement 
Erbstein started his opening address, which 
will be concluded thig morning. The state 
then will begin the introduction of evidence 
with Harry T. Stacy, the selt-confessed ** go- 
between of Erbetein and McCutchen. It is 


expected Stocy will be on the witness stand 


for the entire day. 


Erbstein Méek During Recital. 

The courtroom was filled to its capacity 
with spectators when the prosecutor arose 
to make his presentment to the jury and 
every eye sought the defendant lawyer as the 
state's representative unfolded the story of 
the alleged bribery transaction, naming wit- 
nesses and felling details. It was a new 
Erbstein that listened to the story. Court 
visitors who expected the usual high voiced 
objections and arguments from the defend- 
ant were disappointed. He made numerous 
objections to Mr. Day's statements, but they 
were voiced in modulated tones. 

The defendant's meekness disappeared, 
however, when he began his own statement, 
and his voice rose as he declared that he was 
the “ victim of the most damnable and gigan- 
tic conspiracy.“ headed by State's Attorney 
Wayman and Tus TRIBUNE. 


Day Reviews Alleged Crime, 

After reading the Illinois statute which 
makes jury bribery a crime and fixes one 
year tn jail and a $1,000 fine as the maximum 
punishment Prosecutor Day plunged into a 
delineation of the manner in which the al- 
leged crime was committed. He recited how 
Grant McCutchen was drawn as a juror in 
the second trial of Lee O'Neil Browne, ac- 
cused of bribing Representative Charles A.

] OUTS MYSTERY. 


Still on Rolls of Commerce Com- 
thission, but on Leave of 
Absence. " 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT } 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.--{Special.]— 
William . Lavin, the governmert railroad 
dnspector under indictment for attempting to 
tamper with the jury in the second Lee 
O'Neill Browne trial, is a political protégé 
of Senator William Lorimer. 

This Was established today when it was 
learned that Lavin obtained his. position as 
an inspector for the federal interstate com- 
merce co upon the recommendation 
of Mr. Lor after he was elected to the 
United States seriate. 

This fact was found out by accident, for 
elaborate measures have been taken by the 
officials of both the interstate commerce and 
civil service commissions to conceal facts re- 
lating to Lavin and Lorimer. Informafion 
concerrgs the circumstances under which 
Lavin obtained his appointment is withheld 
by both these bodies, but Tus Taru has 
come into possession of facts from other 
sources which disclose Mr. Lorimer as spon- 
sor for Lavin. 


His Whereabouts a Mystery. 

Whether Lavin is in Washington, where 
the other lieutenants of Mr. Lorimer are now 
gathering, is not known. Atany rate, he has 
not been found by the Cook county authori- 
ties, who started search for him a fortnight 
ago. He still is one dhe rolls of the interstate 
commerce commission as inspector, attached 
to the bureau which enforces the hours of 
service law. He is recorded on an in- 
definite leave of absence wi t pay. 

The fact that Lavin was involved in the 
attempts to reach the jury which tried 
Browne in the Lorimer bribery scandal was 
known in the office of the secretary of the 
interstate commerce comysnission before in- 
quiry was mace by Tue guns represen- 
tative. All information concerning Lavin 
and his appointment was promptly sup- 
pressed, and subordinates having knowledge 


of the facts were instructed to keep quiet. _ 


Appointed Last April. 

Lavin, it appears, was seeker for a federal 
position for some time before Mr. Lorimer

The Chicago headquarters of this 
concern was raided several weeks ago by 
agents of the department of justice, heaced 
by (Chief Investigator C. W. De Woody of the 
district attorney’s office at Chicago. ' 


Hopkins Complains of Sleuth. 

According to reports here, Mr. Hopkins 
complained to the president of the alleged 
undue activities of Mr. De Woody in pro- 
ceeding against this concern. De Woody is 
alleged to have been animated by the fact 
that John A. Brown is attorney for the McHie 
bucket shop and Brown was the attorney in- 
volved in the charges against the government 
investigator in the brick trust case a few 
weeks ago. 

Another complaint is that the department 
of justice, in its war on bucket shops, hae 
been swayed too strongly. by Henry 8. Rob- 
bins, the Chicago attorney retained by the 
government to prosecute these cases, Mr. 
Robbine being the attorney for the board of 
trade. It was Mr. Robbins who first called 
the attention of the department to the Mo- 
Hie concern as the largest bucket shop still 
in operation. The raid followed soon after- 
ward.

‘Resoliftion Provides for Wide 


Inquiry Into Bribery 
and Jackpots. 


GOES BEYOND ONE BODY. 


Committee Acts as Result of the 
Disclosures in the Holst- 
law Case. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

SpringfelM, In., Jan. 11—[{Special.]—The 
Lorimer bribe givers and bribe takers, the 
legislative jackpotters, and the boodle gang 
generally. are facing a real legislative In- 
vestigation. » 

The senate investigating committee, which 
was forced by the law to recognize officially 
the resignation of Daniel W. Holstlaw, to- 
day asked the senate for a new resolution 
of authority. granting to the committee the 
right to go into all details of the allegations 
of corruption, of all varieties and circum- 
stamcées, against any member of this or the 
last general assembly. 

This resolution, framed in direct line with 
the wishes of the committee, was imme- 
diately introduced by the Republican sen- 
ate leader, Senator Hurburgh of Galesburg, 
and was made a special order for next Tues- 
day morning. 


Resolution Sure to Pass. 

The Hurburgh resolution, a subtitute for 
the original Dailey resolutign, is certain to 
be adopted. It will come up coincidentally 
with the report of the investigating commit- 
tee on the case of Holstlaw. 

That report, made this. morning by Chair- 
man Helm, says unreservedly that enough 
evidence had been heard to warrant the ex- 
pulsion of Holstlaw as provided in the Helm 
resolution, but that Holstlaw’s resignation, 
made in legal form, had forestalled the action 
which had been voted by the committee and 
which was necessarily changed after Holst- 
law had sent his resignation to Gov. Deneen. 

The Hurburgh resolution, which had to go 
over one legislative day before action could 
be taken, is the most far reaching authority 
for a legislative investigation ever made in 
the Illinois legislature. 

The committee is authorized to subpoena 
witnesses and documents; to administer 
oaths; to have sergeant at arms, clerks, ste- 
nographers, and other assistants,” and to 
sit at ahy time or place. 

Helm Pleased with Resolution. 


Senator Helm said today that the Hurburgh 
resolution is in accord with the unanimous 
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the senate, said Mr. Helm. “ The resolu- 
ton, of course, will be adopted and the in- 
vestigation will proceed as rapidly as possi- 
ble; It is not the disposition of the commit- 
tee to prejudice the cases of Senators Brod- 
erick and Pemberton in the Sangamon 

»County court, which, we are informed, wil! 
be called for trial within three weeks. Much 
depends upon the attitude of the two sen- 
ators, now under indictment. 7 

“Senator Pemberton's request was for a 
speedy hearing aud an investigation by the 
senate. He is not here this week and his po- 
sition is not known to the committee, den- 
ator Broderick has not been in Springfield 
this week, He has said or done noting 
which would indicate his course.” 


Text of Hurburgh Resolution. 
The resolution infroduced by Senator Hur- 
burgh was as follows: 

“ Whereas, certain official misconduct on 
the part of certain members of the senete 
has been charged, wherein it is alleged that 
certain senators have violated thetr Oaths of 
office, in that they have knowingly and in- 
tentionally paid; contributed, or received 
something, or have made or received some 
promise or promises, in the nature of a bribe, 
with intent to influence directly or indirectly 
the officia? action of a member or members 
of the general assembly; now, therefore, be it 

“ Resolved, That the committee heretofore 
appointed, consisting of Senators Helm, Hay, 
McKenzie, Ettelson, and Burton, is hereby 
authorized, directed, and empowered ‘to in- 
vestigate and report to the senate concerning 
the alleged acts of bribery and official mis- 
conduct of members of this or the preceding 
general assembly. And in reference to such 
investigation said committee is héreby au- 
thorized and empowered to send for and sub- 
poena persons to appear before it ae wit- 
nesees and to compel euch witnesses to tes- 
tify, and to compel the production of docu- 
ments and other papers; to administer oaths; 
to take testimony and to employ, in its dis- 
cretion, if it deems it essential, counsel, a 
clerk, stenographer, and other assistants. 
And said committee shall meet at such times 
and places as shall best eerve ita purposes“ 


Sufficient to Oust Holetlaw. 

The report on Holstlaw presented by the 
Helm committee said the evidence edduced 
before the committee was sufficient to war- 
rant @ report that Holstlaw should be sum- 
marily ousted from the senate, but that, his 
seat having been emptied by his resignation, 
“such recommendation upon the part of the 
eommittee becomes unnecessary.” 

This report was signed by the members of 
the committee at a meeting held this morn- 
Ing, and was offered in the senate by Chair- 
man Helm immediately after the senate had 
assembled. Under the rules the report had 
to go over for one legislative day. The Holst- 
law report and the Hurburgh resolution were 
made special orders for next Tuesday morn- 
ing, the senate having adopted the joint reso- 
lution calling for an adjournment until then.

„We do not care,” says the report, to 
enter upon a dis cue: ioni on the instances of 
bribery and corruption which have taken 
place in the legislatures of the different states 
in the last twenty-five years and which could 
not have occurred had popular elections pre- 
valled. 

In this respect we may profitably place 
alongside the election of the governors of 
the different states the election of senators, 
and in this way test the cleanliness of the one 
system and the corruption at times of the 
other. No one contends for a moment that 
it h the universal practice-or the general 
rule that the legislatures are corrupted, but 
it must be admitted by all that if those who 
desire to corrupt enter the field at all. it is 
after the legislature has convened. 

often is it true that no taint of 
wron ng or corruption attaches to the 
election until the legislature has convened. 
The small number of parties to be controlled, 
the ‘possibility of log rolling with different 
local interests, of trading this or that against 
votes is tempting, indeed, to those who seek 
a-senatorship, not upon merit, but through 
sinister means.

M. Sheean, a Chicago lawyer also specially 
retained, will be here tomorrow. 

The government attorneys maintain in con- 
trast with the attitude of the packers that 
the case is a question of fact rather than of 
the law. The attorney general is gratified at 
the success of his assistants in defeating the 
trust jJawyers in their dilatory pleas up to 
date and he is confident that the government 
will obtain capvictions.

PLAN ATTACK ON PACKERS 
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TELLS RAILROADS 
ECONOMY SECRETS 


Brandeis Pleads for Scientific 
me Management as Solution 
of Problem. 


RATES NOW HIGH ENOUGH 


Wages Not to Blame, Either, De- 
elares Expert in Argument 
for Shippers, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—In opening 
his argument for the shippers of the Atlantic 
seaboard before the interstate commerce 
commission today, Louis D. Brandeis of Bos- 


ton presented the fundamental reason, in his 


mind, why freight rates should not be ad- 
vanced as proposed by the railways. 

“ We contend that rates are ample, but 
that the expense of operation is excessive,"’ 
said Mr. Brandeis; “ that wages are not too 
high, but that, as the management is unecien- 
tine, labor, material, equipment, and plant 
fail to give adequate results. 
the introduction of scientific management, 
under which the railroads shall get 100 cents 
for every dollar expended,” 

Mr. Brandeie declared that no railway 
company operating in official classification 
territory had introduced into any of its de- 
partments the principles of scientific man- 
agement. He believed that these principles 
were properly as applicable to rallroads as to 
any other industrial enterprise. 


How Saving Could Be Made. 

Attention was directed to the statement of 
the railroad officials that the proposed freight 
advance would contribute to the operating in- 
come of the railroads in the eastern territory 
only $27,000,000. 

Thie sum,“ said Mr. Brandeis, “is little 
more than 3 per cent of the aggregate oper- 
ating expenses of these railroads for the 
fiscal year. It cannot be seriously doubted 
that if a determined, codperative effort were 
made by these railroads to reduce the operat- 
ing costs it would be found possible to 
effect a saving of 8 per cent, even without 
the ald of scietitific management.“ 

He pointed out that no actual codperation 
existed among the roads with a view to re- 
ducing the cost of any particular operation. 

Cobperation, in Mr. Brandeis opinion, 
would secure reductions in the cost of steel 
rails, in the price of which, be believes, an 
enormous saving could be made He sug- 
gested, however, that no effort was being 
made by the rallroads to obtain a reduction 
of the price of steel rails because of the finan- 
cial connections of railroad officials with the

ture the rails. 


Steel Men Also Railroaders.

Mr. Brandeis indicated the various ways by 
which, in his opinion, the saving of $1,000,000 a 
day could be effected. Some of the savings could 
de made in equipment charges, in the operation 
éf machine and repair shops, in planning before 
performing, in the standardization of methods, 
material. and equipment; in keeping accurate 
records of industrial performance, and in the pay- 
ing of adequate rewards for indfvidual accom- 
pHshments. He showed by statietics of various 
western railroads how not only material savings 
but large savings had deen effected in the last 
half dosen years. 

He helieved that a saving of $50,000,000 a year 
could be made in the one item of coal, Bis argu- 
ment being that. there was enormous waste in 
fuel on practically all lines. He suggested also 
that an increase in thé working efficiency of equip- 
ment, particularly of locomotives; could pe gained 
by a proper care of equipment. 

In Mr. Brandeis" belief the terminal preblem 
was the greatest problem of transportation now 
eonfronting the reilroads. He believed that at 
least 88 per cent in the present terminal charges, 
now aggregating $300,000,000 a year, could be 
saved through scientific management. 


Blames Stock Watering, 


In concluding his argument against the pro- 
posed advance in rates, Francis B. James discussed 
argument of the railroads’ counsel that railroad 
securities were being affected seriously in value by 
the roads’ indbility to float needed securities on 
account of the depreciation of their percentage of 
Income. He declared that whatever trouble had 
arisen was due to the watering of stock and to bad 
railroad administration.
